REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  School  District  of  Groton: 

I  present  herein  my  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  both  schools  we  completed 
the  full  legal  year  of  thirty-six  weeks.  This  is  an  im- 
provement upon  the  preceding  year,  when  the  schools 
averaged  but  thirty-four. 

The  schools  have  been  furnished  with  new  texts  in 
geography,  for  all  texts  in  geography  were  made  obso- 
lete by  the  great  war.  A  beginning  has  been  made  in 
providing  new  spellers,  for  recent  investigations  in  chil- 
dren's vocabulary  and  in  methods  of  teaching  spelling 
make  the  new  texts  much  more  valuable  than  the  old. 
An  inexpensive,  but  efficient  and  satisfactory  method  of 
teaching  handwriting  has  been  introduced. 

The  legislature,  at  itslast  session,  amended  the  edu- 
cational act  in  various  particulars.  It  is  now  necessary 
for  towns  asking  for  state  aid  to  raise  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  upon  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  district,  in- 
stead of  upon  the  selectmen's  valuation,  as  heretofore. 
This  amounts,  in  the  case  of  Groton,  to  $1,667.18. 
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The  legislature  also  directed,  in  the  amended  act, 
that  in  case  the  total  approved  budgets  amounted  to 
more  than  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  legislature  the 
state  board  should  keep  within  the  appropriation  by  cut- 
ting off  those  towns  which  had  raised  for  public  educa- 
tion the  least  amount  per  thousand  dollars  of  equalized 
valuation.  This  year  the  amount  of  the  approved  bud- 
get exceeds  the  appropriation.  A  list  of  the  256  school 
districts  of  the  state,  arranged  in  order  of  current  local 
expenditures  for  public  education,  from  Bartlett  Special 
district,  with  expenditures  of  $21.39  to  Hart's  Location, 
with  expenditures  of  $.40,  places  Groton  in  the  196th 
place,  with  expenditures  of  $6.54.  This  places  Groton 
in  the  list  of  towns  cut  off  by  the  legislature.  The  same 
act,  however,  leaves  five  per  cent  of  the  appropriation  to 
be  expended  at  the  discretion  of  the  state  board.  Out  of 
this  amount  the  board  has  granted  Groton  the  sum  of 
$324.95.  Of  this  $91.51  is  already  in  hand,  in  the  form 
of  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  grant  of  the  preceding 
year,  leaving  $233.44  to  be  paid  this  year.  This  in  con- 
trast to  the  $1,032.02  which  had  been  approved  as  state 
aid  to  Groton.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  change  in  the  law 
has  worked  greatly  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  district, 
entailing  a  loss  of  some  seven  hundred  dollars  of  expected 
state  aid.  This  will  of  course  leave  a  deficit  in  this  year's 
accounts  unless  the  coming  school  meeting  makes  such 
appropriation  as  the  school  board  deems  necessary  to 
cover  the  costs  of  maintaining  schools  to  the  close  of  the 
present  school  year.
